ture rising from the mse of natural 
gas. 


The decision, which allotted the 
market in the northwest states to a 
United States pipeline company, 
means that the Westcoast Transmis- 
sion Company cannot sell Alberta 
and British Columbia gas in that 
area. Since the British Columbia 
market alone is not large enough to 
justify construction of the $130-mil- 
lion pipeline from the Peace River 
district, the U.S. ruling effectively 
kills the project for the foreseeable 
future. 

Barring any possible appeals from 
the Federal Power Commission deci- 
sion which might change the situa- 
tion, it appears that the vast natural 
gas wealth of northern British Co- 
lumbia must remain untapped for 
years to come, that interior and lower 
mainland centres must go without the 
benefits of relatively cheap. heat and 
power and the many secondary in- 
dustries which would consequently 
be attracted. 

The action was an unexpected dis- 
appointment. It had appeared that 
the Westcoast Transmission Com- 
pany, after its long efforts to secure 
export permission from Alberta and 
its heavy investment in line surveys 
and northern B.C. gas exploration, 
was virtually assured of U.S. ap- 
proval. 

In effect the decision will act as 
a narrow, protectionist device to ex- 
elude the Canadian product from. the 
US. market—a_ policy quite the op- 
posite of the greater freedom ‘n-re- 
ciprocal trade favored by President 
Eisenhower. It will add point to 


the recent words of Trade Minister 
C. D. Howe, who in commenting on 
trade relations with our neighbor 
made plain Canada’s regret over the | 
current’ U.S. trend - toward ~protec- 
tionism. 

The decision is also a serious blow | 
to the accepted principle that Can- | 
ada and the United States should de- 
velop the natural resources of the 
continent to the best joint advantage 
of the two countries. 


It is estimated that» natural gas | 
reserves in the Peace River region 
are well over 4 trillion cubic feet. The 
pipeline from Alberta to che Pacific 
Coast would have tapped this vast 
reservoir and made it available to 
British Columbia, Washington «and 
Oregon, as well as providing a market 
for part of the nearly 7 trillion cuvic 
feet in Alberta wells. The northwest- 
ern U.S. market, as a result of the 
Commission's ruling, will be supplied 
from wells in Colorado and New 
Mexico. It is notable in this connec- 
tion that the U.S. company’s applica- 
tion had been opposed by California, 
on the grounds that the Colorado 
and New Mexico supply. was needed 
in that state more than in the north- 
west 

At the—moment there appears 
little hope, that the Canadian develop- 
ment can proceed. With United 
States supplies of natural gas rapidly 
being depleted, it is difficult to un- 
derstand the reasoning of the Federal 
Commission.

Teeth in Bill 29 


S WAS SAID HERE WHEN IT 
was introduced into the Cana- 
dian Parliament, Bill 29 — the so- 
called anti-dumping legislation — is 
only a disguised form of tariff pro- 
tectionism, for which the Canadian 
consumer must pay. That opinion is 
now fully confirmed by the Govern- 
ment and the Opposition 

Under Bill 29 the minister of na- 
tional revenue is empowered to fix 
arbitrary valuations on all imported 
manufactures for tariff purposes. An 
article may be selling in the United 
States, for example, at $1. But when 
it is imported into Canada the n 
ister may value it at $2 or more and 
charge customs duty on the figure 
so fixed. Thus Parliament has dele- 
gated to the Government the power 
to make effective tariffs without 
visible limit. 

The effects of this measure are 
now clear after four months of >x- 
perience, Reporting to Parliament, 
Dr. J. J. McCann, minister of na- 
tional: revenue, shows that Bill 29 
has drastically reduced imports 2 
certain articles and raised their price 
substantially to the Canadian con- 
sumer. 

In the first four.months of -this 
year imports of clothing from the 
United- States. amounted to 23,514 
pieces as against “45,380 pieces in 
the same period of 1953. Bill 29 has 
been used to cut this business in half.
